COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Meas­ 
ures to give Ohio a long-range 
policy for use and conservation of 
vital water supplies will go to the 
legislature today. Gov. Michael V. 
DiSalle announced. 
The proposals that include flood 
control, are based on a study and 
recommendations 
of 
the 
Ohio 
Water Commission. 
Predicting that water use will 
double in the next 40 years, dur­ 
ing which Ohio’s population is ex­ 
pected to double from IO to 20 
million, the commission drafted 
bills to: 
Create local governmental en­ 
tities within major river basins for 
multiple purpose water manage­ 
ment. 
Revise the conservancy district 
act to stimulate creation of small 
watershed entities for local water 
projects. 
Authorize a flood control section 
in the Division ai Wrater. 
Revise present laws to clarify 
powers of local governments on 
flood plan zoning. 
The commission said $500,000 
will be needed in the next two- 
year period tor flood control and 
$250,000 for loam to help the start 
of watershed districts.

Like kicking a man when he‘s 
down, the weatherman said today 
that 
Pickaway 
Countians 
may 
get from two to four inches of new 
snow tonight and tomorrow. 
The 
Weatherman, 
becoming 
more unpopular each day, calls 
for cloudy skies this afternoon 
and evening with light snow be 
•ginning around midnight, with 
a possibility of two to four inches 
accumulating over Tuesday. 
Many local persons are blaming 
the defenseless groundhog and oth­ 
ers the nuclear tests. Government 
weather authorities say that air 
currents have shifted for some un­ 
known reason. 
The first snow fell in Pickaway 
County on November 29 and with 
the exception of a few days the 
first part of December, local res­ 
idents have had to use snow shov­ 
els and auto-tire chains since. 
Snow spread across the central 
section of the nation today after 
piling up to a foot in depth on 
the Texas Panhandle. 
The new snow zone extended 
from Minnesota to northern Ar­ 
kansas. Falls of 2 to 4 inches 
were expected in sections of east­ 
ern Missouri and southern Illinois. 
The heavy snow Sunday in the 
Panhandle area of Texas derailed 
three freight trains. A cattleman 
died 
of exposure in 
15 - degree 
weather after his truck stalled in 
a snowbank. 
A tornado hit the Flour Bluff 
district near Corpus Christi, Tex., 
Sunday, but damage was light. 
Snow continued to fall early to­ 
day in northern Texas. 
Rain, 
snow and sleet put a 
treacherous coating on highways 
in 
Oklahoma, 
eastern 
Kansas, 
Iowa and Missouri. 
The East strove to throw off 
the crippling effects of snow that 
ranged up to 40 inches late last 
week. 
Air. rail and bus schedules were

New Y’ork City, its 6.000 miles 
of streets nearly strangled with 
almost a foot and a half of snow, 
was still closed to all but em er­ 
gency travel late Sunday.

HAVANA (AP) — The Cuban 
water 
company 
supplying 
the 
U.S. naval base at Guantanamo 
Bay since 1939 has been taken 
over by 
Fidel Castro's govern­ 
ment. So far. however, there has 
been no interruption in the base’s 
water supply. 
The naval base made arrange­ 
ments some time ago to get an 
adequate water supply by tank­ 
ers if necessary'. But one of the

The Yateras Company, located 
on a river of the same name a 
few' miles northwest of Guantan­ 
amo, first contracted to supply 
the base in 1939.

Soviet Silent 
About Sputnik 


W est Tracking Units 
Fail To Spot Satellite 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
Union 
maintained an enigmatic 
and unusual silence today on the 
mission and fate of its massive 
new 
Sputnik. 
Western 
tracking 
stations picked up no trace of the 
satellite. 
A Soviet scientist, Prof. Yev­ 
geny Leonodivich Klinov, hinted 
the 
seven-ton 
satellite, 
whose 
launching was announced Friday, 
was unmanned. He said it was 
designed to study the earth and 
its environment. 
Moscow’s official silence was in 
direct contrast to previous satel­ 
lite launchings, when Soviet scien­ 
tists 
routinely 
announced 
how 
equipment 
was functioning 
and 
the schedule of cities to be passed 
over. 
Western experts speculated that 
either something went wrong with 
the new satellite or the Soviets 
were keeping some spectacular 
development a 
secret 
until 
its 
success was assured. 
Western 
scientists 
especially 
noted the Soviets seemed in no 
hurry to answer speculation that 
the Sputnik might be carrying a 
man through space. The satellite 
is large enough to carry an astro­ 
naut—and perhaps two.

RECIFE, Brazil (AP) — Mrs. 
Carl Greiner, formerly of Spring­ 
field, Ohio, knew something was 
wrong. 
The waiters failed to serve or­ 
ange juice and marmalade to the 
first class passengers. 
Mrs. Greiner and her husband, 
now of Ormond Beach, Fla., were 
passengers aboard the Santa Mar­ 
ia. the Portuguese liner returning 
from a pleasure trip to Lisbon. 
Also aboard were another for­ 
m er Ohio couple, Mr. and Mrs. 
Chester A. Churchill, who lived in 
Lima, now of Asheville, N.C. 
Churchill didn’t enjoy his break­ 
fast either. There were men all 
around carrying revolvers, and 
one posted at the door was armed 
with a machinegun. 
What was wrong, of course, was 
that the liner had 
been hijacked 
by a small group of Portuguese 
expatriates. The Greiners and the 
Churchills told of their exoerience 
after they were freed, along with 
some 600 other passengers in Re­ 
cife last week. 
Churchill couldn't 
believe, he 
said that a relatively small num­ 
ber of men were holding as pris­ 


oners nearly 1,000 men, women 
and children, including the crew 
members. 
After her first suspicions, Mrs. 
Greiner became accustomed to 
being under guard. She said that 
nobody was mistreated, and that 
rebel 
skipper Henrique 
Galvao 
tried to keep life as normal as 
possible for the first class passen­ 
gers. 
In the last few days while they 
were virtual prisoners, however, 
uneasiness increased, particularly 
among passengers in the third- 
class, who were ill-fed. 
Churchill said those in his class 
were living on beans and potatoes 
toward the end of the trip. 
Churchill admitted after being 
landed safely that most of his fears 
aboard the liner—that the women 
might be attacked, or the men 
robbed—were groundless. 
But he has definite uncompli­ 
mentary opinions about the rebel 
leader, Galvao. 
Mrs. Greiner summed up: “It’s 
great to be free.” 
She and her husband are staying 
with an American family pending 
arrangements to fly back to Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla.

owned company share capital in 
Germany, and is the chief foreign

In the past few years, 20 per 
cent of the annual American in­ 
vestments in Germany came from 
direct transfers from the United 
States, about 25 per cent from 
U S. funds raised abroad, and 55 
per cent from income earned in 
Germany and reinvested, officials 
of the American Chamber of Com­ 
merce in Germany report.

East Germany 
Claims Hike 
In Production 


B E R L IN 
( AP) — Communist 
East Germany today claimed an 
8 3 per cent increase in industrial 
production in 1960, but admitted 
difficulties in housing, farm pro­ 
duction and railway transport. 
The report of the Central State 
Statistical Control Office did not 
say so, but any progress in pro­ 
duction was made more impres­ 
sive by the fact that it was done 
with a declining population, near­ 
ly 200,000 East Germans — more 
than I per cent of the population— 
fled to the West last year. 
Western experts are 
wary 
of 
Communist 
statistics, 
especially 
after recent admissions that fig­ 
ures were doctored in the Soviet 
Union and Red China. They were 
inclined to believe, however, that 
the Germans are in fact produc­ 
ing 
more 
these 
days—on 
both 
sides of the Iron Curtain. 
They were quick to point out 
that by the Communists’ own fig­ 
ures. the production increase was 
greater—14.5 
per 
cent—in 
those 
enterprises only partly owned by 
the Communist state. 
The report occupied a full page 
today in the official Communist 
daily Neues Deutschland. It em­ 
phasized such figures as an 8.2 
per cent increase in workers’ pro­ 
ductivity. an ll per cent increase 
in building, and a 9 per cent in­ 
crease in investments. As is usual 
in such reports, there w'ere no fig­ 
ures upon which to apply the per­ 
centages.

Ohio River Freeze Is Bad 
But Not Like in Old Days

CINCINNATI (A P ) — This win-; 
ter’s seige of subfreezing weather 
has produced serious ice cond! ; 
tions on the 981 mile long Ohio 
River but it has been “ nothing 
like it was in the old days.”

OK of Negroes 


D O VER. Del. (A P ) — Negroes 
who bucked the National Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement of Col­ 
ored People to vote for a new 
segregated elementary school said 
they did so because of the prob­ 
lem of overcrowded schools. 
Negroes in Sussex County, Del­ 
aware’s southernmost county, vot­ 
ed 441 to 19 in favor of construc­ 
tion of a $543,000 school which 
must be segregated under state 
law’,

reported. 
About 40 per cent of the eligible 
Negro voters were represented. 
The NA ACP had called for a 
“ no” vote (Hi the ground that con­ 
struction would entrench segrega­ 
tion.

Out of the $1.5 billion dollars that 
the state of Ohio spent during the 
fiscal year ended June 30.

He described the proposals out­ 
lined in his message as supple­ 
mentary to that aim but said: 
“ They are not for that reason any 
less important or less urgent.” 
He promised v i g o r o u s action 
where he has power to act and 
urged 
“ early 
consideration 
and 
approval” 
of 
t h o s e 
measures 
which are subject to the will of 
Congress. 


The President 
noted that the 
gold dollar 
stems 
largely 
from 
the 
fact 
that 
foreigners collect 
more than this country collects 
from them — $3.8 billion more in 
1960. 


This represents the deficit 
in 
the U.S. balance of international 
payments 
and 
means foreigners 
are receiving extra dollars which 
they may use to buy U.S. gold. 
Their gold purchases have ex- j 
ceeded $2 billion 
in the past 
six 
months and the U. S. bullion sup­ 
ply, at $17.4 billion, is at the low­ 
est level since 1939. 
“ This loss of gold is naturally 
important to us,” Kennedy said, 
“ but it also concerns the whole 
free world. For we are the prin­ 
cipal banker of the free world and 
any potential weakness in our dol­ 
lar spells trouble, not only for us 
but also for our friends and al­ 
lies who rely on the dollar to fi­ 
nance 
a 
substantial 
portion 
of 
their trade.” 
The 
President 
pledged 
anew 
that the price of gold will remain 
$35 an ounce and said all Ameri­ 
can gold will be available to meet 
foreign demand, even though $11.5 
billion legally is set aside as back­ 
ing for part of the domestic mon­ 
ey supply. 
Officials said Kennedy will not 
ask Congress to reduce or elim­ 
inate this gold reserve require 
ment. They said he will rely in­ 
stead on 
the 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board’s present authority to sus­ 
pend the requirement if it sees fit. ‘
